The griddle cake is a somewhat thicker 
cake and one entirely unknown in Eu- 
ropean cookery.

THE HIGH JOINT COMMISSION. 


The Canadian Commissioners have re- 
turned to Washington to complete their 
work upon the International treaty 
which there is every reason to believe 
will very shortly assume concrete form.

Dean Monahan relates an incident 
which illustrates the absence of smal! 
ckange in the early days of Kansas. In 
1868 he went into the postoftice at Hays 
City, threw down a quzrter and asked 
for a postage stamp. ‘* Want only one?”’ 
queried the postmaster. **Only one,’’ re- 
plied the novelist, whereupon the post- 
master handed him a stamp and raked 
in the quarter. ‘*Don’t I get any 
change?’’ demanded Monahan. ‘‘Change, 
h—1!!’’ replied the government ofticial. 
‘“*We have no change in these parts 
smaller than w quarter!’’ 

And this was strictly true. In Hays 
City the smallest coin known was the 
25 cent piece. A glass of beer sold fora 
quarter, and the same charge was made 
for a pound of creskers or a cigar. It is 
related in the early annals of the town 
how the galoon and dance hall keepers 
beld an indignation meeting to take ac- 
tion in the case of a new map who ad- 
vertised to sell two glasses of beer for a 
quarter. The meeting resulted in the de- 
parture of the innovator for pastures 
new. As late as 1872 there was a store 
in Hays City which never gave any 
change smaller than the 25 cent piece. 
If the customer had. say, 15 cents com- 
ing, he was at liberty to help himself to 
agliass of whisky from a barrel which 
stood in the corner, but he need not ex- 
pect his dues in money.—Kansas City 
Journal.

London, Jan. 6.—Advices from St 
Petersburg under date of December 31 
sl ow that there is almost universal sick- 
ness in that city. The principal sick- 
ness 1s a& severesform of ipfluenza, 
which is ascribed to the unusual 
weather, which, after begivning with 
the customary frost, suddenly became 
mild and rainy. Serions floo ts on the 
river now are emphasizing the evils of 
bad drainage and insanitation. It is 
generally remarked that the climate in 
that partof Russia in which St. Peters- 
burg is situated has changed in the last 
few years. Instead of a continuous 
frost during the winter, there are con- 
tinual variations of temperature from 
one extreme to another. 


An Awful Explosion. 

London, Jan. §6.—A big boiler, while 
being tested in Hawitts’ ship-building 
yard at Baking, a town about seven 
miles from here, burst today and the 
superintending engineer and eight men 
were killed. About forty persons were 
injured, some fatally. 

The bodies of the dead were fright- 
fully mutilated. The whole ship- 
Luilding works were wrecked. <A lad 
was found dead thirty yards from the 
scene of the disaster. A number of 
men and boys are missing. The win- 
dows in the houses half a mile away 
were shattered.
